This is just a short note in resporse to your recent issue of "The Junk Box", 
In The Junk Box, you ask for comments regarding display or exhibit ceases and 
pians for ming them, 

I haven't dena any in recent years, nut some time oack I used to make display 
eases rather easily out of old wooden storm windows. What you do is find a wood- 
en storm window that is approximately the size thet you want in terms of glass 
space. If it is a “double hung" storm window, theta you can cut it in half. The 
mext step is to get a piece of half-inch, five-eighth inch or aven three-quarter 
inch plywood the sama size. Ail yeu have to do then is get a couple of hingss 
ami @ hasp, and you can put the display case together. The storm window is 
usually white, so it needs to be painted some coicr as dees the bare plyuood 
for the bottom, Storm windows are usually available free as many peopie have 
gone to tlumina stera windows. This is a simple and inexpensive way to neake an 
axhibit case, The distsuce hetween the gleg<: and the hottow of the case is 
usually approximitely one-half inch to fiveesighths of an inch, Plerty of space 
to exhibit coins, medals ocr paper money.
